Mrs. White's Statement Fully Cor- 
roborated by Other Witnesses 
Examination of Pearl Hin- 
to- Court Notes. 


The triab at Clayton White, the man 
who on the 22ad of last June attacked 
his divoreed wite at her home in Boyle 
Heights and attempted to kill her, be- 
gan yesterday morning in Judge Che- 
ney’s court and continued through the 
day. He is charged with assault with 
intent to kill. White is a lawyer by 
Profession and appeared in his own 
behalf yesterday, and very successfully 
demonstrated the truth of the well- 
Known adage bearing on that point. 
Mr. Hardesty,who represented the Dis- 
trict Attornéy’s office, enjoyed some- 
thing of a sinecure, his efforts being 
chiefly limited to objections based on a 
desire tosave time. With most of the wit- 
messes who took the stand the cross- 
6xamination which Mr. White con- 
ducted served only to bring out more 
damning testimony against him than

ost of the morning session was 
spent in securing a jury. Before any 
testimony was taken Mr. Hardesty 
Offerod as an exhibit in evidence two 
letters written by the defendant to his 


legible Mr. White asked permission to 

read them himself.

The Farmers’ and Meréhante’ Heads 
the List Witn $600,000—As- 
sessments of the Banks 


The City Council yesterday closed 
up ite business as a Board of Equaliza- 
tion. 

The Board was called to order at 10 
o’elock by Chairman Van Dusen, when 
the following members answered to 
their names; Bonsall, Brown, Shafer, 
Frankenfield, Hamilton sad Summer- 
land. 

The special order for 10 o’elock, final 
consideration of the question of bank 
taxation, was at once taken up, but 
there was some little delay while City 
Attorney McFarland was making up 
his final accounts, auriog which sev- 
eral individual petitions were consid- 

When this was concluded, Mr. Brown 
offered the following motion, which 
was adopted : 

That it be ordered that the Oity 
Cierk is hereby directed to enter on the 
assessment roll of the city au additional 
sum against the Farmers and Mer- 
hants’ Bank as “credits” to the amount 
of $600,000; City Bank, $8C,000; First Na- 
tional Bank, $45,000; Southern Cali- 
fornia National Bank, $95,000: Log, An- 
geles Savings Bank, $25,000; Main 
Street Savings Bank, $8,000; National 
Bank of California, $115,000, Total, 
$918,000. 

Mr. Brown then moved that, in the 
matter of the University Bank, Call- 
fornia Bank, Los Angeles County 
Bank, Security Savings Bahk and 
State Loan and Trust Company it be 
ordered that no additional sum be 
assessed to these institutions as 
“credits.”’ 

This motion was also adopted, which 
disposed of the bank business, so far 
as the Board is concerned, and the 
bankers and their attorneys left the 
chamber, when routine business was 
resumed. 

While the total amounts of “credits” 
subject to taxation is not as great as 
was supposed by the Oity Attorney, 
still the result reached is a decided step 
toward breaking a precedent of years 
standing, by which the city has lost 
more than enough to pay the entire 
bonded indebtedness today.

WASHINGTON, (D. C.) Aug. 15.—[By 
the Associated Press.] Senate.—Mr. 
Quay made a personal explanation as 
to the remark attributed to him in the 
reports of the Repub ican caucus last 
night. Hehad been represented as 
saying that he did not wish to have 
the Southern members of the House of 
Representatives yelping at his heels, 
urged on by the Spsaker. He had 
made no such remark, and had made 
no reflection on the distinguished pre- 
siding officer of the other branch of 
Congress. 

Mr. Hoar expressed the hope that it 
would not be understood that because 
Mr. Quay felt called upon to contradict 
such statement other people were also 
called upon to contradict mendacious 
statements as to them on a similar sub- 
ject.

UNrreD STATES SENATE. 

Wasttneron, D. C., July 31, 1890. 

At last we have an issue. The ques- 
tion is: Shall the colored men in our 
country vote? Of course the colored 
women can not, far less the white ones, 
because we men folks will not drag 
angels down. But shall colored men 
vote? The constitution, all the consti- 
tution we bave, all the laws of the 
Nation and of ll the States say that he 
shall vote if he wants to. They do not 
require that he shall know anything in 
order that he may vote any more than 
if he were a white man—that is, none 
of the laws outside of Massachusetts 
and perhaps a few other places which 
are stuck up with their wisdom and 
whose too much learning has made 
them mad. But fhe trouble with the 
negro American citizen is in his skin 
and they also say down South that his 
color rubs off on the ballot and spoils 
the purity of elections. Besides that, 
the fellow wants to vote the Republi- 
can ticket, hoid office and draw salaries, 
all of which is against the higher law 
of the South.

Up North we have the same higher 
law, except that we let him vote, but 
we keep the offices and the salaries as 
sacrediy to ourselves as do the 
Southern Democrats—in fact rather 
more so. But weletthe negro vote; 
in fact we insist upon it, and in that 
way we have carried Massachusetts, 
ew York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
& jana and Llinois for quite a number 
of years and saved the country most. of 
time. God bless the colored vote 
of the North. Often has it saved the 
Grand Old Party since the war, just as 
the quarter ofa million dark-skinned 
boys in blue with the scars of chains 
on their wrists propped up their coun- 
try and ours with bayonets and saved 
them with their valor land blood. 
The soul of Crispus Attucks has 
been marching on for more than a cen- 
tury, while John Brown’s started out 
thirty-odd only years ago. 

But in the North so far we have let 
the negro vote, although of course we 
could not allow white women to, be- 

cause they do not know enough; proba- 
bly they micht sprain their minds in 
trying to handle these great public 
questions, some of which are very 
heavy, and the wood of their head is 
not so thick and strong as it isin ours. 
And the negro ballot up here has been 
a great biessing to the Republican 
party and would be at the South if it 
were not for the Democrats who will 
not let him cast it unless in their favor, 
ox it he does vote aguinst them then 
they make the figures lie. This has 
been a great injury to the Republican 
party and some people think and feel 
that God Almighty is wroth thereat 
and that it constitutes a great crime. 
There are many quiet people, but firm 
and God-fearing, who will not let this 
thing goon so. They aro the same 
sort of people who come to the front 
in war and fight and die for their 
country without arranging with the 
reporters to say anything about it io 
the newspapers. After the business 
is done, if they surhive it, they go si- 
lently home about their work, but still 
they watch everything that is going on 
and just when they are obliged to, in 
order to save the country again, they 
step up and do it. 

Now, these people are in favor of 
having the negro vote down South as 

well as up North. Then, further, there 

Sabout as much in seeing that no 

zulte man votes twice (or more) both 

North and South as there is in getting 
a chance for the colored citizen to vote 
once. These Northern cities are not 
sanctuaries of pure suffrage exactly, 
and some of the country folks can beat 
the cities like a country boy will the 
city dude catching trout. All over the 
country the suffrage is more or less— 
generally more than less—tampered 
with, and the cry goes up everywhere,

So the Republicans, most of them, 
have determined that they will have a 
national election law, They are de- 
termined that each man, black or white, 
shall have not only the right ia law, 
but shall enjoy the privilege in fact, 
to vote freely once and have that vote 
honestly counted everywhere and at 
every time that the rest do, I think 
that is right. The Democrats say that 
it is all right on paper, and is all right 
up N orth apy way, but that down South 
it will not work because then all the 
negroes will vote the Republican 
ticket, and besides that (which I 
think they consider the worst of it, 
for they love a colored Democrat) the 
negroes are a majority in many sec- 
tions and in some States, and will rule 
and ruin both races and the whole 
structure of society. They fall back 
upon a higher law just as the aboli- 
tiouists did. They say that self-pres- 
ervation is a higher law than written 
constitutions and statutes. There 
they make their stand, and they have 
about all the property, intelligence and 
uns which are in that part of the 
ountry. They say that they are white 
_ folks and that it is in them to fight and 
die, but that the black man shall not 
reign over them; that he is not their 
equal; that, law or no law, they will 
reigo over him or he shall get out, and 
that he shall not get out, for they want

Now, there is one AN which the 
Southern men ask w ; 

how to answer. It is this; “What 
right have you to compel us to let a 
man vote who does not know how to? 
What right have you, constitutions 
or no constitutions, laws or no laws, to 
subject my life and property and the 
fate of the whole country to the vote 
of aman who does not know enough 
to read ‘his ‘ballot or to count it, much 
less to tell the tariff from free trade? 

Just look at Louisiana, with more 
than half her people colored and more 
than half her voters unabie to read. 
And suppose they could read in the 
apelling-book! How much would that 
help them in gathering facts and com- 
prehending issues wh involve guod 
government and perhaps individual 
and national life?“ 

This staggers me, and ishould think 
it would Mr. Lodge and Mr. Reed and 
Mr. Spooner and Mr, Hoar, and I guess 
it does. Any way, this question stag- 
gers the Republican party, and it will 
kill the life out of any: eral elec- 
tion law unles it is answered or some 
way is found to fix the man so that he 
knows enough to vote. We cannot en- 
force a law which provides that fools 
shall play with fire in powder maga- 
zines. o -hall not make such a law 
unless we be fools ourselves. e’ve 
got to get the beams out of our own 
eyes in order that we may see —, 

But right here I catch up the South- 
ern Democrats who object to the elec- 
tion law and bother them a great deal. 
I ask them if they know that more than 
half the white voters in Louisiana can 
not read and write and refer them to 
the registry lists of the State. . 
“Why do you object to a negro eit. 
zen voting because he is ignorant when 
you insist that the white oramns 
shall govern the country? ou don’t 
object to ignorance, but to the Repub- | 
lican party and to the negro, not be- 
cause he is ignorant, but because he is 
a black Republican,” 

They cannot answer this, but they 
are just as stiff as ever and begin to 
load their guns. That is their way. 1 
don’t mind it because I live so far 
North that they won't hit me; bat I 
can’t help pitying the poor negro, and 
should sincerely regret his killing but 
for the fact that the outrages may help 
along the elections up here where we 
can read the accounts in the newspa- 
pers. “He maketh the wrath of man 
to praise Him,“ and the 30,000 black 
patriots who have been murdered since 
the war in the effort to enjoy their 
liberty by voting the Republican ticket 
have not died in vain. By their blood 
they have saved many a Northern and 
even national election, and if they are 
to fall in the future as in the past 
around the-ballot boxes of the South, 
or before they get to them, let us hope 
for continuance-of the same blessing.

hy is one-third, of the Southern saf- 
trage and one-fifth that of the whole 
country disqualified by ignorance? 
Save only the demented and those or 
mature age at the close of the war, 
‘there should not be a male citizen in 
the United States unable to read in- 
teiligently, and ought not to have been 
for the last ten years. Could not the 
same power which conferred the suf- 
frage also provide for its qualification? 
Can the power exist to make a sover- 
eign of one who knows not how to rule, 
unless along with the sovereignty is 
given the means fit the king to 
reign? The American citizen is a 
king. To educate the child is the pri- 
mary duty of the government among a 
free people. The right to govern be- 
longs from the very nature of things 
only to those who are qualified to 
govern. If this be not true, why are 
idiots disfranchised? Why should not 
brutes be citizens? Of what conse- 
quence is it whether an ass walks upon 
two legs or four? 

The Republican party has been 
pledged, lo! now these many years, to 
provide tue means for educating the 
people by national aid wherever ignor- 
ance prevails. A specific measure has 
been pending since 1881 and is still 
pending to which we are pledged over 
and over again. Its work precedes 
that of a national election law, so that 
the suffrage which we guarantee, if 
need be by sword, shall be competent 
to bless and not likely to ruin society. 
Do you now propose to enact the one 
yet reject the other? You can not en- 
act a national election law and defeat 
the election bill. A trifle of money 
yearly expended in the States supple- 
menting and encouraging their home 
efforts would have removed the ignor- 
ance of the voter and have rendered 
the election law, which isa new fea- 
ture in our national existence, wholly 
unnecessary, Intelligence can and 
will protect itself, nor from intelli- 
gence is thers any danger, 
and if the ignorant voter, white 
and colored, were enlightened he 
would himself become a source of safety 
and all pretense for the suppres- 
sion of his power at the polls would 
disappear. 

We may enact both measures; we 
may enact a law for education and 
thus redeem the ancient pledge of the 
party and avoid the necessity of an 
election law. If we pass the election 
bill without the means of ed- 
ucation it will prove to be a calamity 
to the South 
North. 

Knowledge is power, and an intelli- 
gent voter will protect himself at the 
polls. With intelligence at the polls 
no national election law is necessary. 
Witbout education there should be: no 
voter there. To protect a disqualified 
sovereign in his sovereignty is tyranny 
and will justify revolution. Hence we 
must educate, and to neglect longer to 
pass the education bill is a terrible 
wrong. Toenact a national law to 
protect ignorance at the polls is an act 
of tyranny which will justly destroy 
the Republican party, and its enforce- 
ment will ruin the country. 

We ought to have passed the educa- 
tional bill before now, and our minister 
says that God will make us trouble 
about it. But I am not so familiar 
with all His plans as some are. I wish 
Iwas. I am satisfied that He is op- 
posed to all this ignorance and violence 
and crime; but L won’t undertake to 
say just what He will do about it. If 
things hadn’t gone on so before, 1 
shouldn’t have supposed that they 
would go on so hereafter. Perhaps 
He will work it out all right. He can
